(THAW) Fund, spoke to the Committee regarding the current high cost of natural gas and the 
economic impact on Michigan residents and urged the Committee to assist in addressing the 
needs of low income energy users. 
 
Commissioner Robert Nelson, representing the Michigan Public Service Commission (MPSC), 
provided a Power Point presentation which included a review of the Final Order in Case No. U-
13808 (the Detroit Edison Rate Case), the Rate Case Process, and the Customer Choice and 
Electric Reliability Act of 2000 (PA 141).   Questions from members and discussion followed.
